a. Decision to sever, all oontact with KIBX7Z-15 mitigated 

against continuation of five compartments! teams (Annex 1, 
SOPA-954) of KIBIfZ-15 net. Saving these teams had Been 
predleated on assumption of Headquarters approval of use 
of KIBIYZ-150 ae Stay-Behind Principal Agent , with KIBITZ-15 
having no part in the operation hut neverthelese having 
lent his moral support. 



h* Since KIBITZ-15 was given the green light to go ahead 
with REDCAP activities on 2 April (Bef. 5)# complete 
termination at the 15 April contact might well have 
disastrous results. The break, when made, must he oleon 
and logical enough for KIBIXZ-15 to aooept.

4. Continuing the first meeting, we told KIBZTZ-13 that tha 
political development in Germany had progressed te the peint where the 
Americans oould no longer afford to bo aseoeiated direetly with thie 
(stay-Behlnd) mechanism. It had been deeided to eleeo out all cf the 
teens In the net he had organised. Any person who had had any oon- 
taet with Amerloan personnel must be questioned by the American officers 
aenoerned (debriefing), final financial details adjusted, and a state- 
ment to forever keep all details of the work secret (quit claim) signed 
by teem members. Although we had told him previously to dissociate 
himself completely from (Stay-Behlnd) personnel, in order te speedily 
complete the phase out, he should now work directly with the (ease 
officer) in those inataneee where team members were unknown to KIBITZ- 
130. Be agreed.

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7* At the eeoond meeting at 2100 hours , XIBITZ-15 reported 
enthusiastically on 357* » trip to Berlin* While there* 337 contacted 
Identity 339 in West, Berlin, and Identity 340 in last Berlin along 
with Selma Says syndic' nee D&ring, Berlin Be. 18, Lenin Allee I 64 (not 
Hated on Ene. to EGFA-974). Like 539 and 540, Ssyssynsk/ is a nurse. 

On the basis of representing an unspecified German organisation, 337 
told 339 end Ssyesynsk i at separate meetings that he would like to 
eetahlish contact with Soviet officers who had an understanding of 
the West and a desire for West-Cast cooperation. Both girls said 
they had encountered such people In their professional capacity, and 
both added, inter alia, that a number of Soviet officers would join 
the Weet if it were not for the fear of being returned after making 
the break. 357 told the nurses that he would be returning to Berlin 
In about four weeks. Be arranged a simple code, tied in with hie parts- 
purobasing mission to Berlin, to have the nurses inform him of any 
interim oomtaet with Soviet offloers with Western inclinations. Per- 
sonalia is available on all three nurses but will not be forwarded 
elnoe the project le ending. 

8 . I then made my pitch to KIBITZ-15 about the Soviet peace 
offensive, and told him to suspend all operations until 8 May, when 
we would have a complete analysis of Soviet intentions to guide our 
future actions. By exercising a remarkable degree of self-control he 
managed to accept this, bat proposed that surely I had no intention 
of having him attempt to now halt the nurses' actions in Berlin— 

"which could not be stopped in any event” • X replied that we had 
no such Intention, but that we expected him to start nothing else 
during the intervening period, that we felt he would be quite busy 
in the next three or four weeks In assisting the elose out of hie old 
met, and th&t ho should got In touch with me (through the emergeney 
Heidelberg oontaot) prior to 6 May only in the event that one of the 
nurses encountered a Soviet who wanted to defeet. 

9* At the 8 May meeting, scheduled in Mannheim, I expect to 
announce cur intention to withdraw from the field. * One or two addi- 
tional mootinga may be neoeasary to wind up final administrative and 
financial details, but vo shall try to avoid them if possible.
